COMMISSION TO ARRANGE FETES.

“*The Great International Pilgrimage for

Next September.

WHE PRINCIPAL FETEIN FEERUARY

Estimates Places Presenta Exceeding the
828,000,000 of his Priestly
Jubileeo.

Roue, April 22,—At the Vatican ex-
traordinary importance is being given
the people’s Episcopal jubilee next year.
The central organizing committee has al-
ready received notice that thousands of
gifts are to be eent. To collect all dona-
tions more than three hundred commit-
tees have been formed in all parts of
Christendom. _From reports received
from these, it is believed the presents
will equal or perhaps excede those made
on the occasion of his priestly jubilee,
when they amounted to upwards of §8,-
000,000 cach and $20,000,000 in other
presents. The special commission ap-
pointed to arrange the fetes in connec-
tion with the jubilee have decided a
great international pilgrimage shall take
place next September, in order that
those who will not be able to attend the
fetes during the first six months of 1893
may have an opportunity of paying hom-
mge to his holiness. The principal fete
is fixed for February 19th, 1883,

Narrow Mindedness Abhorrent.

Barrwoze, April 22.—The Rev. Dr.
Stafford, a well-known Catholic priest
and theologian, who stands close to Car-
dinal Gibbons, made some remarks
about the policy of the Catholic church
in a lecture last night beforethe Phoenix
Club, the leading Jewish social organi-
zation of Lhe city, which are causing sur-
prise and comment in religious circles.
“'It is not often” bhe said, ‘‘the Catholic
priest is invited by s non-Catholic or
mon-Christian organization to lecture.
In the past it was unknown, in our day
it is rare, but thunk God'a better spirit
is beginning to prevail, Men are begin-
ing to understand that they canadhere to
their respective religions and profess
them without despising those who differ
from them. We abhor the narrow-mind-
edness of those who hink that to profess
one reljgion 8 msn s to despise all who
do not profess it. This new spirit is
abroad in the land, and I am sure sll
will agree with me when I attribute this
happy condition entirely to the enlight-
ened policy and broad-minded church-
manship of the distinguished prelate
who presides over this ancient esee, and
who influences the church throughout
the country.” _

Bepalring Damages.

BACBAMENTO, April 23.—Visitors to the
moet prominent points that have suffer-
ed by earthquakes, report large forces
engeged in tearing down dangerous walls
angd repairing damages. Davisville came
ont luckily, and citizens have little com-
plaint to make, A drive over the roads
through the country about Davisville
and Dixon, shows many demolished
chimneys on farm houses. A great many
people in Winters areusing tents as they
are afraid to pass the nights in their
housee. The work of repairing is going
on at & rapid rate. Several slight shocks
were felt during Thureday night. Peo-
plein Vacaville are generally living in
tents, as but few houses are left in shape
for occupying. Confldence is being re-
stored, and rebuilding commenced.

Hebrews Butchered.

Pasaua, Agril 22.—The murder of
Hebrew setdlers in Santa Fe has received
a check by the lynching of one of the
assassins, a policeman. This action was
taken none too soon, as several Hebrews
were butchered during the last six weeks,
Some of the Rosario papers charge that
the police are implicated in a system of
murder and plunder. A few days ago
in the matriz, or cathedral of Tucuman,
a man cut off the head of 8 woman who
was kneeling at the altar. There is not
the least hope of the assassin’s being
punished.

All Ready—Roll.

Bavrewm, April 22.—According to section
36 of the new law, yesterday waa the last
day for filing nominations and acesptan-
ces for state officers. Dunham Wright
filed no acceptance as the peoples’ party
candidate for supreme judge, and none
was made in the prohibition party for
attorney-general.
